To  enable  the  Corporation  of  the.  City  oj  Nanaimo  to 
raise,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for 
the  purpose  herein  set  forth.  , 

WHEREAS  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corpor- 
ation of  the  City  of  Nanaimo  has  resolved  to 
raise  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  tor 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  the  real  estate  and  buildings 
owned  and  occupied  by  the  Nanaimo  Literary 

Institute.  „„  . . I 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  ot  $865.58  to  oe 
raised  annually  by  special  rate  for  the  payment  of  the 
said  debt  and  interest  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned. 

And  whereas,  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable 
property  of  the  said  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Nanaimo,  according  to  the  last  revised  Assessment 
Roll  being  for  the  year  1885,  was  $198,828  irrespective 
of  any  future  increase  of  the  rateable  property  ot  the. 
Municipality,  and  of  any  income  in  the  nature  ot 
rents,  and  also  irrespective  of  any  income  from  tne 
temporary  investments  of  the  sinking  fund  or  any 

part  thereof.  . , . 

And  whereas,  for  paying  the  interest  and  creating 
an  equal  yearly  sinking  fund  for  paying  the  said  prin- 
cipal sum  of  $2,200,  and  interest  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, it  will  require  an  equal  annual  rate  ot  tour  aud 
one-third  tenths  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  dollar. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo  : 

1 .  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
to  raise,  or  cause  to  be  raised,  by  way  of  loan  from 
auv  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who 
may  be  willing  to  advance  the  same  upon  the  credit  ot 
debentures  hereinafter  mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  in  the  whole  $2,200,  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  the  object  above  re- 
cited. , . , 

2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  tor  the  said  Mayor  to 
cause  any  number  of  debentures  to  be  made  for  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  required,  not  less  than  $50 
each,  and  that  the  said  debentures  shall  be  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  said  Corporation  of  the  City  ot 
Nanaimo,  and  be  signed  by  the  said  Mayor  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  City  Clerk. 

3.  That  the  said  debentures  shall  be  made  payable 
in  three  years  at  furthest  from  the  day  hereinafter 
mentioned  for  this  by-law  to  take  elieot,  at  the  office 
of  the  City  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Nanaimo,  and  shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest. 

4.  That  the  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at 
and  after  the  rate  of  not  more  than  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  from  the  date  thereof,  which  interest  shall  be 
payable  half-yearly  at  the  othce  of  the  City  Clerk  ol 
the  Municipality. 

5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  said  debentures  and  the  in- 
terest at  the  rate  aforesaid  to  become  due  thereon,  an 
equal  special  rate  of  four  and  one-third  tenths  of  one

A BY-LAW 

To  provide  for  the.  Assessment  o)  properly  benefited  by 
local  improvements. 

\\J  HEREAS.  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  the 
VV  Council  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  is  empow- 
ered to  provide  the  means  of  ascertaining  and  deter- 
mining what  real  property  will  be  immediately 
benefited,  and  the  proportion  in  which  the  assessment 
is  to  be  made  on  the  various  portions  of  the  real  es- 
tate of  our  City  of  Vancouver  to  be  benefited  by  local 
improvements. 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows  : — 

1.  All  petitions  for  local  improvements  to  be  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  if  received  by 
the  Council  and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Works,  shall 
be  examined  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  ascertain  and  finally  determine  whether 
the  same  are  signed  by  two-thirds  in  number  and  one- 
half  in  value  of  the  owners  of  the  real  property  to  be 
directly  benefited  thereby,  and  such  petitions  when 
found  to  be  correct  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  numbered  by 
him  in  the  order  they  are  received,  and  be  entered  at 
length  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  to  be 
called  the  “ Local  Improvement  Book,”  and  the  Clerk 
shall  endorse  upon  such  petitions  his  certificate  of  the 
correctness  thereof,  and  of  the  value  of  the  whole  of 
the  real  property  rateable  under  the  by-law,  and  shall 
forthwith  so  transmit  the  same  to  the  said  Board  of 
Works. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk,  so  soon  as  the 
said  Board  of  Works  shall  have  reported  to  the  Coun- 
cil in  favour  of  the  prayer  of  such  petitions,  and  then- 
report  thereon  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council, 
to  cause  a copy  of  the  petition  to  be  forwarded  with- 
out delay  to  the  officer  named  in  the.  next  succeeding 
section  of  this  By-Law.  for  his  immediate  action 
thereon. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Engineer  for  the 
time  being,  upon  receipt  of  a copy  of  the  petitions 
from  the  Clerk,  to  proceed  at  once  to  ascertain  and 
determine  what  real  property  will  be  immediately 
benefited  by  the  proposed  improvements,  and  to  ascer- 
tain and  determine  the  proportion  in  which  the  assess- 
ment to  defray  the  cost  thereof  is  to  be  made  on  the 
various  portions  of  the  real  estate  so  benefited,  and  to 
report  the  same  to  tin  Council  at  its  next  meeting, 
which  report,  when  approved  by  the  Council,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  said  “Local  Improvement  Book.” 

4.  The  said  Clerk,  so  soon  as  the  report  of  the  City 
Engineer  is  entered  in  the  “Local  Improvement 
Book,"  as  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  by- 
law, shall  cause  a notice  to  be  left  at  the  place  of 
abode  of  such  parties  to  be  assessed  for  such  improve 
meats,  that  tin-  said  assessment  has  been  made  and 
the  amount  thereof,  and  that  a by-law  in  accordance 
therewith  will  be  passed  by  the  Council.
